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DETAILED ACTION 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 103 

1. Claims 8-11, 13-17 and 19 stand rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being 
unpatentable over Rogers et al. (US 6,139,694) in view of either Alix et al. (US 
6,117,403) or Ruan et al. (US 6,565,716), for reasons as of record. 

Double Patenting 

2. Claims 8-11, 13-17 and 19 stand rejected under the judicially created 
doctrine of obviousness-type double patenting as being unpatentable over claims 2, 
3 and 5-7 of U.S. Patent No. 6,309,610, for the same reasons as of record. 

Response to Arguments 

3. Applicant's arguments filed May 3, 2005 have been fully considered but 
they are not persuasive. 

In response to the applicant's argument that the combination of Rogers with 
one of Alix or Ruan does not render obvious the claimed subject matter, as the 
claimed invention has unexpected results, the examiner finds this is to be 
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unpersuasive. Since Rogers discloses in col. 4, lines 30-36 that Teflon and Teflon 
PFA may be particularly suited for use as a dielectric and are available from 
Toefco Engineering, Inc., Niles, Michigan, Rogers contemplates the use of Teflon 
fluorocarbon as the preferred embodiment (emphasis added). And since the 
Teflon fluorocarbon is particularly used in Rogers, the Teflon fluorocarbon 
inherently possesses the recited dielectric strength, and hence the unexpected 
results therefrom even not showed. 

To the argument to the rejection of claims under the judicially created 
doctrine of obviousness-type double patenting, since the patent claims recite the 
use of a f luoropolymeric substance to cover an electrode, the substance being a 
dielectric (see abstract) and having a dielectric strength of 60 kV/mm (col. 7, line 
18), since the court in Vogel has pointed out that "this portion of the specification 
supports the patent claims and may be considered", and since the substance is 
routinely used in the art, the rejection stands.
